Senators move to foree AIG 
exeeutives to return payouts 

WASHINGTON! Talking tougher by the hour, 
livid Democrats confronted beleaguered 
insurance giant AIG with an ultimatum 
Tuesday: Give back $165 million in post- 
bailout bonuses or watch Congress tax it 
away with emergency legislation. 

Fresh details, meanwhile, pushed AIG 
outrage ever higher: New York Attorney 
General Andrew Cuomo reported that 73 
company employees received bonus checks 
of $1 million or more each last Friday. This 
at a company that was failing so spectacu- 
larly the government felt the need to prop 
it up with a $170 billion bailout. 

And while Democratic lawmakers talk- 
ed tax penalties. Republicans declared the 
Democrats were hardly blameless, accusing 
them of standing by while the bonus deal 
was cemented and suggesting that Treasury 
Secretary Timothy Geithner could and should 
have done more. While the White House 
expressed confidence in Geithner, it was 
clearly placing the responsibility for how the 
matter was handled on his shoulders. 

Senate Democrats, meanwhile, suggested 
that if the AIG executives had any integrity, 
they would return the $165 million in bonus- 
es. Sen. Chuck Grassley, R-Iowa, even sug- 
gested they might honorably kill themselves, 
then said he didn’t really mean it. “If you don’t 
return it on your own, we will do it for you,” 
said Sen. Chuck Schumer, D-N.Y. (ap)

AIG Bonuses Stir Populist Outrage 


Taxpayers express fury 
over company’s huge 
payouts to employees 

For many Americans who could 
use a bailout just to balance their 
checkbooks and make it through the 
month, the thought of their tax dol- 
lars’ going to million-dollar bonus- 
es for AIG executives is enough to 
make them furious. 

“It’s difficult to comprehend 
how screwing up gets you rewards,” 
said George Padilla, a teacher in El 
Paso, Texas. “I tell my students that 


if they don’t put in the effort and 
get passing grades, I will not pass 
them.” He added: “I use the old In 
the real world’ line to point out that 
you would be fired if you didn’t do 
well in your job. Well, I guess ‘the 
real world’ proved me wrong.” 

Workers, business owners and 
taxpayers interviewed across the 
country this week fumed over the 
$165 million payout, with some 
questioning whether the govern- 
ment should even be in the business 
of bailing out Wall Street — an atti- 
tude that could undermine further 
efforts by the Obama administra-

tion to prop up the economy. 

“Wasn’t Obama supposed to 
fix this?” said Maria Panza-Villa, 
a mother of two in Hillsboro, Ore. 

The intensity of the populist fury 
became plain when Sen.

Grassley, R-Iowa, suggested AIG 
executives should follow the Japa- 
nese warrior example and resign 
or commit suicide. 

While many ordinary Americans 
said Grassley’s comments were out 
of line, others weren’t so sure. 

AIG executives are “not going 
to bleed to death, because I’m not 
sure that they’ve got blood. I think 
it’s ice water that runs through their 
veins,” said Gary Jarvis of Herron, 
111., who lost his job two years ago. 
“To me, it’s just stunning to think 
they’re not even ashamed of their

PHILADELPHIA | Eric Wuest’s post late 
Friday to Facebook friends teased: 
“Stay tuned for a big announcement 
on Monday everyone!” 

Wuest wasn’t hinting at an 
engagement or new job. Instead, 
the law firm benefits coordina- 
tor was suggesting the verdict was 
near after five months as a juror in 
a high-profile criminal case. 

On Monday, a nervous Wuest 
found himself in the judge’s cham- 
bers, defending his veiled posts about 
the corruption trial of former state 
senator Vincent Fumo in Philadel- 
phia. But he is not alone in posting 
his courtroom musings online. 

“Dozens of people a day are send- 
ing Tweets or Facebook updates 
from courthouses all over America,” 
said Anne W. Reed, a trial lawyer. 

While most posts are innocuous, 
Reed said, a few cases have raised 
eyebrows — and questions about 
whether judges need to clarify jury 
instructions. Reed said the case 
shows “staying away from the news 
means staying away from a lot more 
things than it used to mean.” 

“I know many judges are talking 
about how ... to really stress to jurors 
that talking to somebody about the 
case means not just speaking with 
your lips, but also typing,” Reed

Pope Decries Condom Use in Africa 


Benedict XVI says 
abstinence is a better 
way to prevent AIDS 

YAOUNDE, CAMEROON I Pope Bene- 
dict XVI said condoms are not the 
answer to the AIDS epidemic in 
Africa and can make the problem 
worse, setting off criticism Tuesday 
as he began a weeklong trip to the 
continent where about 22 million 
people are living with HIV. 

Benedict’s first statement on an 
issue that has divided even Catholic 
clergy working with AIDS patients 
came hours before he arrived in 
Cameroon’s capital — greeted by 
thousands of flag-waving faithful 
who stood shoulder to shoulder in 
fields and streets for a glimpse of 
the pontiff s motorcade.

Benedict’s position is not new. 
His predecessor, Pope John Paul II, 
often said that sexual abstinence — 
not condoms — was the best way to 
prevent the spread of AIDS. 

Benedict said the Roman Cath- 
olic Church was at the forefront of 
the battle against AIDS. 


“You can’t resolve it with the 
distribution of condoms,” the pope 
told reporters aboard a plane head- 
ing to Yaounde. “On the contrary, 
it increases the problem.” 

The pope said a responsible atti- 
tude toward sex would help fight the 
disease, as he answered questions 
submitted in advance by reporters on 
the plane. His response was presum- 
ably also prepared in advance. 

The Catholic Church rejects the 
use of condoms as part of its teach- 
ing against artificial contraception. 
Senior Vatican officials have advocat- 
ed fidelity in marriage and abstinence 
from premarital sex as key weapons 
in the fight against AIDS. 

Rebecca Hodes with the Treat- 
ment Action Campaign in South 
Africa said the pope was right that 
condoms are not the sole solution to 
Africa’s AIDS epidemic, but added 
they are one of the very few proven 
measures to prevent HIV infections.

Conservative Prime Minister

confidence motion amid heavy 
opposition from both the left and 
right to boosting ties with NATO. 

Seeking consensus, Fillon said 
that in exchange for returning to 
the alliance’s military command, 
France would “doubtless” be given a 
key command in Norfolk, Va. (ap) 


Olmert Blames 
Hamas for Failed 
Prisoner Trade 

JERUSALEM | A sombcr Israeli Prime 
Minister Ehud Olmert on Tuesday 
blamed Hamas for deadlocked talks 
that failed to win freedom for a sol- 
dier held nearly three years in Gaza, 
declaring that Israel would not free 
all the prisoners demanded by the 
Islamic militants in exchange. 

In a statement broadcast live 
on Israeli TV and radio stations, 
Olmert said efforts would contin- 
ue, but his tone indicated that there 
was no chance for a deal while he 
is premier. Benjamin Netanyahu is 
putting together Israel’s next gov- 
ernment, which is expected to be 
a hard-line team less sympathetic 
to Hamas demands. 

The soldier, Sgt. Gilad Schalit, 
22, was captured in a June 2006 
cross-border raid by Hamas-linked 
militants who killed two other sol- 
diers.

Russia to Bolster Military 


President announces 
upgrades in response 
to NATO expansion 

MOSCOW I Russia’s defense minis- 
ter on Tuesday accused the United 
States of beefing up its military 
presence near Russian borders 
and poaching for mineral wealth 
there, signaling that Moscow could 
take a tough position in upcoming 
talks with President Obama’s new 
administration. 

Anatoly Serdyukov’s statement 
— made alongside President Dmitry 
Medvedev at a meeting of the mili- 
tary’s top brass — reflected deep- 
ly entrenched Russian suspicions 
despite Obama’s desire to improve 
relations with Moscow. 

Medvedev, meanwhile, cited 
NATO expansion, international

terrorism and regional conflicts 
as reasons why upgrading Russia’s 
nuclear forces was the top prior- 
ity in an ambitious military mod- 
ernization plan that he pledged to 
pursue despite the worst economic 


crisis in a decade. 

Relations with Russia plunged 
to a post- Cold War low under the 
previous US. administration, whose 
plans to build missile defense sites 
in Eastern Europe and bring ex- 
Soviet republics into NATO angered 
Moscow. 

Medvedev’s first meeting with 
Obama next month will set the tone 
for talks over a new arms control 
treaty and other major disputes — 
and Russia is signaling that it will 
be a tough negotiating partner. 

“U.S. aspirations have been 
aimed at getting access to raw mate- 
rials, energy and other resources” 
of ex-Soviet nations, Serdyukov 
told military officers. “Active sup- 
port was given to the processes 
aimed at pushing Russia out of the 
sphere of its traditional interests.”

Madagascar Leader Quits 


Top military generals 
hand power to ousted 
president s opponent 

ANTANANARIVO, MADAGASCAR I 
Madagascar’s top generals handed 
over control of this Indian Ocean 
island nation to the toppled presi- 
dent’s rival on Tuesday, hours after 
the president resigned and tried to 
put the military in charge. 

In a ceremony broadcast from a 
military camp in the capital, Vice- 
Admiral Hyppolite Rarison Rama- 
roson said he and two other generals 
rejected a move earlier Tuesday by 
the ousted president, Marc Ravalo- 
manana, to transfer power to a mili- 
tary directorate. 

Instead, Ramaroson said opposi- 
tion leader Andry Rajoelina would 
be the country’s leader.

For months, Rajoelina — who 
had been mayor of the capital — 
has been pressing Ravalomanana 
to step down as president.

would never resign, Ravalomanana 
announced Tuesday he was ceding 
control to the military. Almost as he 
spoke, Rajoelina was parading tri- 
umphantly through the capital. 

Rajoelina had said in an inter- 
view with the French television 
station LCI that he had the sup- 
port of “soldiers, government work- 
ers, unions — that is to say, all the 
country’s key groups.”

Apple Unveils New iPhone Software 


Company adds basic 
copy/paste function to 
the device s interface 

CUPERTINO, CALIF. I Apple Inc. is 
updating its software for iPhones so 
that users can cut, copy and paste 
text — a basic computing feature 
that was missing from the gadget 
that seems to do everything. 

At an iPhone event for journal- 
ists Tuesday at Apple headquar- 
ters, the company also pledged to 
broaden the way that third-party 
software programmers can build 
and sell content for the device. 


Among other things, software 
developers now will be able to cre- 
ate applications that have items 
for sale within them, such as elec- 
tronic books or additional levels of 
a video game. And developers will 
be able to access the music within 
users’ iPhone libraries, so songs 
they own can be included in games, 
for example. 

Despite the adulation over the 
iPhone, which shook up the smart 
phone market after launching in 
2007, many users wondered why 
it couldn’t cut and paste text. Scott 
Forstall, Apple’s senior vice presi- 
dent of iPhone software, said it was

“not obvious” howto overcome sev- 
eral hurdles, including getting cut 
and paste to work with the device’s 
touch-screen interface. 

Now, Apple said, the third gen- 
eration of iPhone software, due 
to be released this summer, will 


let users copy information from 
notes and Web pages, and let users 
move text between different appli- 
cations. 

The new software will be avail- 
able in a free download for iPhones. 
Getting the software on the iPod 
Touch will cost $9.95. 

In another effort to make the 
device more useful, Apple promises 
a search function called “Spotlight” 
that lets people hunt for information 
in multiple applications at once. 

Other twists in the new iPhone 
software include the shake-to-shuf- 
fle-songs capability first introduced 
on the latest iPod Nano; a voice 
memo application; and a function 
that will let the iPhone work with 
Bluetooth headphones and speak- 
ers.

No Bail for Ex-D.C. Official 


Judge says evidence 
is ‘overwhelming’ in 
tech manager case 

A former D.C. government tech- 
nology manager was ordered held 
without bail Tuesday by a federal 
judge who said the evidence against 
him was “overwhelming.” 

Yusuf Acar, 40, has been held at 
the D.C. jail since his arrest Thurs- 
day on allegations he ran a complex 
bribery and kickback scam out of 
the D.C. Office of the Chief Tech- 
nology Officer. 

U.S. Magistrate Judge John 
M. Facciola ordered the detention 
after a brief hearing in U.S. District 
Court. Prosecutors argued that Acar

posed a flight risk and estimated the 
alleged fraud cost the D.C. govern- 
ment at least $500,000. 

They have said he told an infor- 
mant in a tape-recorded conversa- 
tion that he would “jump on the next 
plane” to his native Turkey if authori- 


ties caught on to his alleged crimes. 
They also said they believe he gave 
$100,000 in cash to relatives who 
took that money back to Turkey. And, 
they have said, he was trying to set 
up bank accounts in other countries 
to hide the illicit funds. 

Acar’s attorney, federal public 
defender Dani Jahn, argued that 
her client did not pose a flight risk. 
He has four children and lives with 
his wife, Galen, in Northwest Wash- 
ington, Jahn said. 

Jahn said that Acar, who was 
born in Turkey, became a U.S. cit- 
izen in 1995 and was “just boast- 
ing” when he told an informant 
that he planned to escape or set up 
bank accounts in other countries.

D.C. School 
Enrollment 
Declining 

Audited enrollment figures con- 
firm that D.C. public schools suf- 
fered their steepest annual decline 
since the District started using an 
outside firm a decade ago to verify 
the student population. 

Enrollment for the 2008-09 
academic year stands at 45,190, 
down 8.5 percent from last year’s 
49,422. That figure has spiraled 
steadily downward, to 80,000 in 
1980 and to 67,000 in 2000. 

Public charter schools continue 
their upward trend, showing a more 
than 14 percent rise over last year, 
to 25,729 from 21,947. Charters 
now represent slightly more than 
36 percent of the District’s total 
public school enrollment. 

It appeared initially that the 
DCPS drop would not be as steep. 
An Oct. 6 count showed 46,208 stu- 
dents in the system’s 120 schools. 
But a subsequent review of stu-

Eat your way through 
the state at its dairy 
farms and faetories 

DESTINATIONS I It’s possible, even 
pleasurable, to eat one’s way through 
Wisconsin. 

The state has nearly 140 licensed 
cheese factories, and most are small 
operations that focus on a few spe- 
cialty cheeses. That makes it the 
perfect place to do the dairy equiv- 
alent of a Napa Valley winery tour. 
In a few hours, foodies can sample 
the only Limburger made in the 


United States, meet one of the last 
cheesemakers to use glazed bricks 
to make brick cheese and try the 
state’s signature cheese curds. 

The Department of Tourism 
and the Wisconsin Milk Market- 
ing Board are each introducing 
itineraries this spring for driving 
trips through Wisconsin. 

But be prepared to rise early and 
call before you hit the road. While 
many cheesemakers have retail 
stores that are open from 9 a.m. to 
5 p.m., most limit access to the plant 
because of health regulations. 

Even at those factories offering

Hiram Smith, a farmer on the 
University of Wisconsin Board of 
Regents, opened Wisconsin’s first 
cheese factory near Sheboygan in 
1859. Today, 1 in every 4 pounds of 
cheese sold in the US. is made in 
Wisconsin, according to the Milk 
Marketing Board. 

“Just like Napa Valley has 
become synonymous with the wine 
country, Wisconsin has developed a 
reputation as an epicenter for spe- 
cialty cheese,” Tourism Secretary 
Kelli Trumble said. 

There’s no cheesemaking plant 
in Milwaukee, but groceries and 
cheese shops carry varieties from

Livingstone Presumed 


‘Survivor’ creator 
Mark Burnett tunes 
in to a real adventure 

No immunity idols helped TV pro- 
ducer Mark Burnett’s latest crew of 
adventurers, who retraced journal- 
ist Henry Stanley’s 19th-century 
search in Africa for missing explorer 
David Livingstone. The TV series 
that came out of the trip, “Expedi- 
tion Africa: Stanley & Livingstone,” 
will unfold as an eight-part series 
on the History channel, starting in 
June. History channel chief Abbe

Raven said Monday she hoped it 
was the start of a franchise. 

Burnett picked four people who 
had never met to make the nearly 
1,000-mile trip through forbid- 
ding terrain, armed with a compass 
and old maps. They were hoping to 
duplicate in 30 days the trip made 
by newspaper reporter Stanley in 
1871 to find Livingstone. “David 
Livingstone was like the Bono of his 
day, and he’d gotten lost,” he said. 

The adventurers Burnett cast all 
had TV experience: British adven- 
turer series host Benedict Allen; 
war correspondent Kevin Sites; 
“National Geographic Explorer” 
correspondent Mireya Mayor; and 
Pasquale Scaturro, who followed the 
Nile River to its source for an Imax 
Rim, “Mystery of the Nile.” The four 


battled elements such as poisonous 
snakes and unsafe water. Burnett 
said 10 people in his 120 -member 
crew contracted malaria. And, as 
viewers of the CBS “Survivor” series 
might expect, they battled each 
other at times. 

It’s the biggest investment His- 
tory has ever made in an origi- 
nal series. Raven said. Burnett is 
already pushing for a series that 
follows the 13th-century journeys 
of Marco Polo. To do that, “Expe- 
dition” will have to draw a signifi- 
cantly greater audience than the 
network’s regular programming, 
she said. 

“It has to reach millions of peo- 
ple, no question about it,” Raven 
said. “We believe it will.” david baud-

has been through this year. He’s 
had a tough time with the media 
over recruiting and his players,” said 
Dave Neal, the only senior and at 
6-foot-7, 263 pounds, is the largest 
starter.

Chinese massages 
gain a new toehold in 
southern California 

Ching Lau is already the sole man 
of southern California, but he won’t 
be satisfied until every American 
has beaten a path to the door of a 
foot massage parlor. 

For Lau isn’t just a business- 
man — he’s a man on a mission. His 
quest: to spread the ancient Chinese 
art of having one’s feet dunked in 
steaming hot tubs of water, then 
pinched, poked and prodded, all 
in the name of good health. 

“I think foot massage can be for, 
how many American people are 
there? Three hundred million? I 
want to do it for all of them,” Lau 
says with a grin as he sits in his Ori- 
ental Natural Treatment spa, one 
of two dozen he runs. 

He’s made a significant dent 
already; before he arrived in San 
Gabriel, Calif, a city of 27,000 peo- 
ple, there was one foot massage par- 
lor. Now there are 27, city officials 
say. More than 100 others operate in 
several nearby suburban cities, mak- 
ing this sprawling suburban area just 
east of Los Angeles the foot massage 
capital of the country. 

The area has a large Asian 
population, but Asians aren’t the 
only ones hotfooting it here for a 
massage. 

“When we first started, we had 
just a little bit, but now we have a lot 
of American customers,” says Lau. 

Later that night, Michelle Mon- 
roe comes hurriedly through the 
door of the Natural Herbal Treat- 
ment Spa and, in an anxious voice, 
announces: “We’ve got eight people 
in our party.” 

Outside, restaurants and stores 
are closing up for the night, dis- 
gorging hordes of people with tired 
feet. Soon, all the little storefront 
businesses with the distinctive 


heard as men and women dressed in 
martial arts-looking outfits begin 
poking and prodding feet, pushing 
and pulling on toes. 

“I wish I could get one of these 
every night,” a now laid-back Mon- 


roe whispers softly as she relaxes in 
a soft, oversized leather chair. In the 
background is the steady “slap, slap, 
slap” of hands on feet. 

Meanwhile, down the street, Yi 
Hang is standing at the door of her 


BCT Foot and Body Massage spa, 
inviting passers-by to kick back. 

“It’s very healthy,” she says of the 
practice that experts on Asian med- 
icine say dates to at least the 12th 
century. “So many people spend so 
many hours on the computer these 
days that they have a lot of neck and 
shoulder pain and headaches, and 
the massage really helps.” 

According to Chinese legend, 
the nerves in the feet are connected 
to every part of the body and, as a 
result, massages can cure headaches 
and kidney ailments, prevent ulcers, 
and even help you live longer. 

Western medical experts dis- 
count that, although several do 


acknowledge that a good massage 
can leave a person feeling like they 
are walking on air. 

“What happens is when the mus- 
cles are tight, when you press gently 
and gingerly, you release the pres- 
sure and you feel much better,” says 
Dr. Shri Mishra, a neurologist and 
expert in Asian medicine. 

“But, no,” Mishra adds, “there is 
no evidence it can cure disease.” 

Still, Lau maintains, isn’t feel- 
ing good half the battle? 

That’s why the former interna- 
tional trader says he got into the 
foot-massage business. He wanted to 
make money doing something that

Flicked Out

Is it another flick filmed in New 
York or San Francisco? Nope. The 
backdrop for director Ken Kwapis’ 
ensemble piece turns out to be 
Baltimore, including the parks of 
Fells Point and the streetscapes of 
19th-century ’hood Mount Vernon. 
Thanks to a weeklong shoot, signs of 
the town show up in many scenes, 
like when Goodwin’s lonely single- 
ton meets a pal at Fells Point pub 
the Waterfront Hotel (1710 Thames 
St.) or a down-on-his-romantic-luck 
boat driver moans about women 
from the nearby Ann Street Pier. 

Kwapis, who shot the Kevin 
Bacon-Elizabeth Perkins romance 
“He Said, She Said” here in 1991, 
knew what many other auteurs do: 
Charm City’s varied landscape, old 
architecture and modest size make 
it an ideal spot to film a flick. This 
combo appeals to both directors 
looking to capture Baltimore itself 
(native sons John Waters and Barry 
Levinson) and those seeking a place 
to fill in for other locales. 

“Baltimore has nitty-gritty urban 
blocks, narrow older streets, modern 


urban districts and beautiful monu- 
ments,” says Jed Dietz, director of 
the Maryland Film Festival. “You 
hear from film crews that it’s rare 
to see a city with such a variety of 
looks. If you can shoot 10 setups in 
a 30 -block area, that’s huge.” 

Waters, who still lives here part 
time and most recently shot 2004’s 
“Dirty Shame” on Harford Road,

thinks films benefit from the city’s 
“easy mix of old and new,” he says. 
“It’s a place of hipster hillbillies.” 

In 2005’s (seemingly) globe-trot- 
ting thriller “Syriana,” Baltimore 
played Dallas, Virginia, D.C., St. 
Louis and Geneva. “The city can 
look very European or English,” 
says Debbie Dorsey, director of 
the Baltimore Film Office. “Mount 
Vernon even stood in for 19th-centu-

ry Paris in ‘Washington Square.’” 

In that 1997 film, unlucky-in- 
love Henry James heroine Catherine 
Sloper (Jennifer Jason Leigh) visits 
a music store in Paris, actually the 
George Peabody Library (17 E. Mt 
Vernon Place). For much of the rest 
of the movie, she is courted by Ben 
Chaplin at Union Square (Hollins 
and South Strieker streets), where 
19th-century townhouses and 
a park substitute for New York’s 
Washington Square. 

Still, it may be D.C. that film- 
makers use Baltimore for most 
often. “It’s a little different here, 
because we don’t have the govern- 
ment buildings. That often makes 
getting the permits easier,” says pro- 
duction designer Vincent Peranio, 
who has worked on all of Waters’ 
Baltimore movies since 1970’s 
“Multiple Maniacs,” Levinson’s 
“Liberty Heights,” and the TV shows 
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FALL IN LOVE, FELLS POINT-STYLE:

“Homicide: Life on the Streets” and 
“The Wire” 

Peranio often sends crews to 
tony, rowhouse-rich Bolton Hill, 
which masqueraded as Kennedy- 
era Georgetown in the just-re- 
leased Gretchen Mol indie, “An 
American Affair.” Nicole Kidman 
also leapt from a Baltimore Light 
Rail meant to be a D.C. Metro train 
in 2007’s “Invasion.” Will Smith 
fought Washington power brokers 
in “Enemy of the State,” but it was 
shot mostly in Baltimore. 

Still, to really see the city on film 
— or trace the steps of actors from 
Divine to Adrien Brody — rent a few 
Waters or Levinson flicks, which 
showcase Baltimore in its own right. 
Both directors were born and bred 
here, so their movies capture the 
city’s personality in ways outsid- 
ers never could. 

“John writes for places,” says 
Peranio of Waters. “Each film is an 
homage to a Baltimore neighbor- 
hood. He’ll pick his area, then drive 
around looking for where his char- 
acters would live. He casts houses 
like he casts actors.” 

All of Waters’ movies use the 
city’s urban blocks and retail thor- 
oughfares, but Waters himself 


thinks “Pecker,” his 2000 farce 
about a Hampden kid turned art 
world photographer, perhaps best 
catches its surroundings. “‘Pecker’ 
probably made Hampden look bet- 
ter than it did in real life,” he laughs. 
“I had a guy in the neighborhood 
ask me to sign his house after it 
came out. You won’t see that hap- 
pen if you have a fake house some- 
where else.” 

Today, the sub shop (1101 W. 36th 
St.) where Pecker served roach- 
infested french fries still operates, 
but its Indian owners are dishing 
up sandwiches and a pretty good 
chicken tikka masala. Pecker’s 


mother ran a secondhand cloth- 
ing boutique where coats went for 
as little as a quarter; it was actually 
David’s Thrift Store (914 W. 36tti 
St.; 410-467-8159), where the 20th- 
century stock seems just as sarto- 
rially interesting, even if the prices 
aren’t quite that cheap. 

“I shoot in places that inspire me, 
even if they’re down on their luck,” 
Waters says. That means he’s used 
spots such as the Holiday House 
(6427 Harford Road), a biker bar 
where, in “A Dirty Shame,” Ursula 
Udders (Selma Blair) works as a top- 
less dancer, and the neon-decked,

70-year-old Art Deco Senator movie 
theater (5904 York Road). 

The latter (which also figures 
prominently in Terry Gilliam’s 
Philly- and Baltimore-filmed sci-fi 
masterwork “12 Monkeys”) recent- 
ly shuttered due to financial prob- 
lems, but cineastes in town think 
it’ll reopen soon. In Waters’ “Cecile 
B. DeMented” (2000), it served as a 
war zone of sorts, as guerrilla film- 
makers took aging actress Honey 
Whitlock (Melanie Griffith) hostage 
in the name of “underground cin- 
ema.” The sidewalk outside bears 
concrete tiles painted in honor of 
premieres that’ve screened here 
from “Sleepless in Seattle” (filmed 
mainly in Fells Point) to “Diner.” 

It is Levinson who views the city

in perhaps the most flattering (and 
decidedly retro) light. “His vision is 
gentle, nostalgic and draws so much 
on his childhood,” says Dorsey. His 
four Baltimore films — “Diner” 
(1982), “Tin Men” (1987), “Avalon” 
(1990) and “Liberty Heights” (1999) 
— capture a place more wistful and 
elegiac than Waters’ somewhat rough 
landscape. 

“Diner” depicts 20 -something 
male friends (played by then up- 
and-comers including Kevin Bacon 
and Mickey Rourke) as they gab 
about girls, their futures and Frank 
Sinatra at the Hollywood Diner, 
at the time in Fells Point but now 
relocated to a corner downtown 
(Saratoga and Gay streets). 

The 1954 chrome gem isn’t sling- 
ing malts these days, but nearby, cir- 
ca-1950 Werner’s (231 E. Redwood 
St.; 410-752-3335), which served as 
a set in “Liberty Heights” and “Tin 
Men,” still doles out club sandwich- 
es and meatloaf in a zone of but- 
terscotch wood-paneled walls and 
Formica booths. “I do love a good 
time warp,” says Peranio. 

Like many moviemakers seduced 
by Charm City, Levinson focuses 
on Mount Vernon, too, sending 
“Liberty Heights” law student Van 
Kurtzman (Adrian Brody) to study 
in the George Peabody Library and, 
in “Diner,” having Boogie Sheftell 
(Mickey Rourke) get beat up by a 
loan shark on Charles Street. 

But it is in the opening of

“Avalon,” Levinson’s tribute to the 
immigrant experience, that Mount 
Vernon becomes the ultimate 
soundstage. The scene depicts a 
young man in the early 20th centu- 
ry, just off the boat from Russia, as 
he strolls through Mount Vernon. It 
is the Fourth of July, and revelers in 
boater hats and Gibson girl dresses 
pass him as fireworks erupt above 
Baltimore’s gleaming Washington 
Monument. He is transfixed, and, 
in a voice-over says, “When I came 
to Baltimore, it was the most beau- 
tiful place I ever saw.” 

Taking in Levinson’s ideal- 
ized cinematic vision, most movie 
fans would agree. Jennifer barger

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Fora longtime, “Baltimore style” meant 
cat-eye glasses and a bouffant 'do. But now, 
looking like a local might mean sporting a 
rugged necklace of reclaimed metal or wearing 
a slick tee emblazoned with a creepy-cool 
squid.

Old-school CD stores, hip clubs and 
eclectic artists make Baltimore rock 


Even on a snowy Saturday, the 
Sound Garden (I6l6 Thames St.; 
410-563-9011) in Fells Point buzzes 
with browsers. A guy in a vintage 
Cro-Mags T-shirt flips through the 
huge heavy metal section; two older 
men argue about Thelonious Monk 


by the jazz CDs. Welcome to a sight 
far rarer than a 1970s Springsteen 
bootleg: a bustling record store in 
the age of iTunes. 

This Fells Point audio trove, 
loaded with everything from 
Greek bouzouki music to Danish 


punk, seems immune to the slip- 
ping sales at other brick-and mor- 
tar music stores. “I feel it when I 
read the newspaper,” says owner 
Bryan Burkert, “but we don’t feel 
it as much here. One of the reasons 
is that there are so few really good 
record stores left.” 

Burkert opened Sound Garden in 
1993 , and, now, it’s not just a really 
good record store — it amounts to 
a Baltimore institution due to its 
mammoth inventory (including 
obscure titles on — gasp! — vinyl) 
and knowledgeable staff. It helps 
that the place operates in a tunes- 
hungry city and an area where it 
faces little competition. 

It’s not just listeners who make 
Charm City a music hub. More and 
more artists have been flocking here 
in recent years. As a result, the local 
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indie-rock scene has become one of 
the most vital in the country. “One 
of the things that makes Baltimore 
Baltimore is that so many people 
pass it over or don’t even consid- 
er it,” says avant electronic artist 
Dan Deacon, one of the city’s rising 
stars. “It forces Baltimore to create 
its own culture.” 

Unlike some of the better-known 
music scenes — think heavy metal 
on Los Angeles’ Sunset Strip in the 
1980s or grunge in Seattle in the ’90s 
— there is no one musical style or ele- 
ment linking Baltimore artists. The 
band Beach House plays studiously 
ambient folk music. Ponytail rocks 
noisily, Wzt Hearts pound out skuzzy 
punk. Spank Rock specializes in fran- 
tic hip-hop, and on and on. 

“The various music communi- 
ties might be diverse and drastic, 
but [in every band] there seems 
to be a common ‘member’ linking 
them all together,” Deacon explains.

Many Baltimore bands started 
out playing thankless opening slots 
for touring acts; now they headline 
shows at local nightspots. Sonar is one 
of the city’s most popular venues, and 
its location under the 1-83 overpass 
gives it both a post-apocalyptic ambi- 
ence and lots of parking. The clientele 
at the Ottobar are still adjusting to 
the club’s new, larger space in Charles 
Village, even though it moved from 
its former cramped quarters more 
than five years ago. 

In Federal Hill, the 8x10 boasts a

long local history and superb acous- 
tics; it organizes weekly open-mic 
nights andfive-bands-for-$5 shows 
of local acts. The Floristree Space 
also hosts up-and-coming Baltimore 
bands, but good luck finding it. It 
isn’t a club, but the managers’ liv-

ing space. As such, its location is a 
local secret, but its reputation for 
DIY shows and warehouse ambi- 
ence is strong. 

Despite such organic growth, one 
Baltimore organization is rethink- 
ing the behind-the-scenes system 
of promotion that supports local 
acts at all of these venues. 

A few years back, under the orga- 
nizational moniker Wham City, 
Adam Endres and his friends — 
including Deacon — began organiz- 
ing shows in their warehouse living 
space — regular, raucous concerts 
that are now part of local lore. 

The warehouse shows, however, 
were technically illegal and there- 
fore short-lived, forcing Wham City 
to find a new home at Zodiac, for- 
merly a retro-themed restaurant 
whose owner allows the organiza- 
tion to use the space rent-free as a 
concert venue. 

Zodiac — next door to trendy 
Club Charles in the north midtown 
arts and entertainment district — 
now hosts a range of shows featur- 
ing local and touring acts. Until 
recently, the performances were 
free, but they now cost $3 — still 
a small price to pay to possibly see 
the next big thing. 

Even if it is raising its cover 
charge. Wham City has taken a lead- 
ership role in growing local interest 
in the arts and music, hosting not 
just concerts but also comedy perfor- 
mances, lecture series, game nights, 
the Whartscape music festival and 
assorted events that can be classi- 
fied only as unclassifiable. 

For a guy initially reluctant to 
move to Baltimore, Endres says 
he’s found a home in the city’s lively 
scene. “I’m really happy to be here,” 
he says. “There’s this ball of ener- 
gy that we’re all finding ourselves 
inside, bouncing around and meet- 
ing one another.”
